“ Nonsense,” retorted Oscar indignantly. “ I tried to cheat no 
one. The label on each package clearly and accurately stated the 
dimensions of the paper inside. Certainly, if people don’t read 
labels, it’s not m y fault. I ’m not responsible for the habits of 
careless shoppers.” 
IF Y O U W E R E TH E JU D G E , would you find Oscar guilty 
of hornswoggling the public? 
This is how the judge ruled: Y E S ! The judge held that even 
though Oscar’s label accurately stated the quantity of paper 
contained in his package, his oversized package created the 
misleading impression that it contained more.

* of heavy clay soils. Be sure not 
to work your soil when it is

Probably the best way to

soil,

* heavy clay or sandy, is by the 
I addition of liberal amounts of 
* organic material. Two inches of 
» organic material spread on the 
* surface and dug or plowed into 
« the soil will help separate the 
I particles of tightly compacted 
' clay, and 
the texture 
will 
* become more granular. In a 
* poor, 
sandy 
soil, 
organic 
material will increase its ability 
to retain water and nutrients. 
Do not expect too much 
* too soon. It often takes several 
“ years of cultivation before a
